Reference a directed CINCPAC to be prepared 
to deploy appropriate fleet elements to the Persian Gulf Area 
Bhould the Joint Chiefs of Staff determine that the situation 
in the Middle East requires stabilization.

The reference 
further directed Initiation of certain submarine surveillance 
operations which are extremely sensitive in nature.
